Dear Sir: 

Owing to our failure to gat all the monthly inspection re- 
ports promptly at or near the end of the month it proves impossible 
to make the monthly reports cover all of the findings 'of the month 
concerned. These news letters, therefore, will he prepared as near 
the first of each month as possible, and will include all of the re- 
ports received subsequent to the previous monthly report. 

In submitting reports it is desirable to know briefly 
what action has been taken in case of any pest found. Naturally, 
with unimportant insects or diseases which are already widely dis- 
tributed and well established in this country, no action may be 
necessary, the decision, perhaps, resting on the amount of infes- 
tation, but in the case of any pest (insect or fungus) less widely 
distributed or more dangerous, a note as to the action taken will 
"be appreciated* 

With this letter a special list is given of records" ob- 
tained at the port of Haw York by the federal inspector, Mr* Harry 
B. Shaw, Mr. Shaw is particularly charged with the examination of 
foreign potatoes offered for entry, and his records, therefore,- will 
largely relate to potatoes, but he will also examine such importa- 
tions of nursery stock and fruits as require examination as a con- 
dition of entry. 

It will be noted that powdery scab Is reported from Hol- 
land , Belgium, and the Island of Bu-rnholm, Denmark. The report as 
to Holland is mad a direct by Dr. Bos, reporting findings made by his 
inspectors in Holland. Tno oth^r two reports are based on New York 
port-of -entry inspections. As a result of these findings, the fur- 
ther importation of potatoes from Holland, Belgium, and the Island 
of Bornnolm, Denmark, is prohibited, pending the taking of suitable 
action by the countries concerned*
